“Things  are  a  lot  better  now,”  Van  Atta 
lid  in  reply  to  a  student  question  about  the 
edibility  of  the  media  in  Utah  and  media 
ilations  with  the  LDS  church  of  which  he  is 
member. 

Editorial  interference 

’Van  Atta  said  ohe  of  the  reasons  contri¬ 
ving  to  his  leaving  Utah  journalism  in  1979 
as  because  he  felt  there  had  been  undue 
terference  with  his  articles  in  the  church- 
i/ned  Deseret  News  on  white  collar  crime. 
’Van  Atta  also  charged  the  Salt  Lake  City 
fibune  with  similar  editorial  interference 
om  business  interests. 

He  attributed  part  of  the  sensitive  nature 
his  stories  to  the  fact  that  some  officials  in 
e  LDS  church  were  members  of  boards  of . 
rectors  of  companies  that  engaged  in  ques- 
onable  business  practices. 

1  Although  Van  Atta  said  that  the  church 
tficials  were  unaware  of  it,  those  operating 
\e  businesses  under  the  directors  took 
Wantage  of  the  public. 

In  contrast  to  the  past,  Van  Atta  said  both 
eseret  News  and  the  LDS  church  had  made 
Improvements  in  becoming  more  open  and 


frank  with  the  public.  He  said  he  was  parti¬ 
cularly  proud  of  the  way  the  church  had 
handled  media  relations  in  regard  to  the  re¬ 
cent  Salt  Lake  City  bombings  and  charges 
that  church  officials  had  purchased  historical 
documents  from  accused  bombing  suspect 
Mark  Hofmann.  ■  • 

Credibility  questioned 

In  his  prepared  remarks,  Van  Atta,  said 
his  credibility  was  questioned  when  he  unco¬ 
vered  a  story  that  the  government  was  em¬ 
ploying  psychics  to  pin-point  locations  of 
Soviet  submarines.  Because  the  story  was 
out-of-the-ordinary,  people  questioned  the 
'  accuracy  of  it. 

Another  difficulty  journalists  have  with 
accuracy  is  using  unnamed  sources.  Van 
Atta,  who  has  been  known  to  use  anonymous 
sources,  said  that  by  using  unnamed  sources 
the  reporter  puts  his  credibility  on  the  line. 

Also  on  his  list  of  media  challenges  was  the 
government’s  handling  of  the  press.  He  said 
that  tens  of  thousands  of  documents  are  clas¬ 
sified  because  the  Soviets  have  asked  that 
they  be  kept  secret.  According  to  Van  Atta, 
they  are  kept  secret  so  the  people  of  the. 
Soviet  Union  will  not  know  about  gov¬ 
ernmental  affairs  of  their  nation. 

Staying  alive,  he  said,  is  another  problem 
journalists  in  the  1980’s  are  faced  with. 
“Many  stupid  reporters  have  gone  to  Central 
America  and  have  been  too  cavalier  and  got¬ 
ten  themselves  killed.” 

Having  been  on  a  number  of  “hit  lists” 
himself,  Van  Atta  says  those  are  the  times 
when  you  have  to  ask  if  being  a  reporter  is 
really  worth  it.

Two  black  men  were  reported 
burned  to  death  near  Durban  —  one 
with  a  flaming  tire  around  his  neck  — - 
in  a  type  of  assault  used  by  black 
militants  against  people  they  see  as 
cooperating  with  the  white-led 
minority  government. 

Police  said  a  child  was  stabbed  to 
death  near  Durban  Wednesday,  dur¬ 
ing  one  of  at  least  11  riots  in  seven 
townships. 

The  28  deaths  marked  one  of  the 
bloodiest  periods  since  widespread 
unrest  broke  out  19  months  ago 
against  apartheid,  the  system  of  seg¬ 
regation  under  which  5  million  whites 
dominate  24  million  voteless  blacks. 

More  than  1,250  people  have  died 
in  riots  in  black  communities,  nearly 
all  of  them  blacks  and  two-thirds  kil¬ 
led  by  police  and  soldiers.  Others 
have  died  in  fighting  between  rival 
black  groups  and  in  mob  attacks  on 
individuals. 

In  Washington,  White  House 


spokesman  Larry  Speakes  was  asked 
for  the  administration’s  reaction  to 
the  latest  violence. 

“Often  police  actions  exacerbate  "an 
already  tense  situation,”  Speakes 
said.  “We  call  on  all  parties,  including 
the  South  African  government,  to 
fake  the  concrete  steps  necessary  to 
get  negotiations  started  on  genuine 
power-sharing.”: 

Winterveld,"  a  community  of 
500,000  residents  housed  in  shacks 
and  bungalows,  provides  labor  to 
Pretoria,  the  South  African  capital  25 
miles  to  the  south. 

Pretoria’s  Roman  Catholic 
archbishop,  George  Danils,  and  12 
others  obtained  a  Bophuthatswana 
Supreme  Court  order  this  month  bar¬ 
ring  homeland  police  from  illegally 
detaining  and  assaulting  government 
opponents.

Catholic  Deacon  Hans  Hlalethwa, 
chairman  of  the  Winterveld  Action 
Committee,  said  police  continued  to 
harass  children  and  took  more  than 
100  into  custody  over  the  weekend.

Libya  calls 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  re¬ 
turn  of  relative  calm  to  the  region 
occurred  as  Khadafy  declared  it  was 
“a  time  of  war.”  The  U.S.  govern¬ 
ment,  fearing  terrorist  reprisals  by 
the  Libyans,  tightened  security  at 
government  buildings  in  te  United 
States  and  at  embassy  buildings 
abroad. 

Libya’s  official  radio  called  for 
Arab  suicide  squads  to  attack  U.S. 


embassies  and  other  interests  worl¬ 
dwide,  exhorting  the  “Arab  nation” 
to  be  transformed  “in  its  entirety  into 
suicide  squads  and  into  human 
bombs,  missiles  and  aircraft  to  deter 
and  resist  terrorism  and  destroy  it 
for  good.” 

A  radical  Palestinian  faction,  Abu 
Nidal’s  Fatah  Revolutionary  Coun¬ 
cil,  similarly  threatened  retaliation 
for  what  it  called  the  “abominable 


American  aggression.” 

The  council  said  in  a  statement 
issued  in  Damascus,  Syria’,  that  “any¬ 
thing  American  has  become  from 
now  on  a  target  for  our  revolu¬ 
tionaries.” 

“But  there  have  been  no  new  inci¬ 
dents  to  report;  no  hostile  actioh  from 
the  Libyans.  U.S.  forces  have  re¬ 
mained  outside  Libyan  territorial 
waters. 


Violations  may  spark  second  election

An  investigation  of  alleged  election 
violations  could  lead  to  a  second  elec¬ 
tion  to  determine  ASBYU  president 
and  vice  president. 

A  complaint,  requesting  an  inves¬ 
tigation  of  the  allegations,  has  been 
initiated  by  John  Lund,  ASBYU  fi¬ 
nance  vice  president.  A  complaint 
must  be  filed  seven  days  after  the 
election  to  be  valid. 

The  primary  complaint  against  the 
election  is  a  controversy  over  a  Mar¬ 
ried  Associated  Students  Newsletter 
which  was  strongly  biased  toward 
the  Coleman/DeMordaunt  platform. 

Other  allegations  against  Cole¬ 
man/DeMordaunt  campaign  include 
slander  of  Marilyn  Fix,  additional 


graphics  violations  and  Sunday  cam¬ 
paigning. 

The  allegations  are  currently  being 
reviewed  by  the  ASBYU  attorney 
general’s  office. 

“Right  now  we’re  trying  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  there  is  enough  evidence  to 
take  it  to  court,”  said  Mike  O’Neill, 
ASBYU  attorney  general. 

If  it  is  demonstrated  that  there  is 
reasonable  doubt  cast  upon  the  out¬ 
come  of  the  elections  because  of  the 
allegations  there  will  be  a  trial,  said 
O’Neill. 

During  the  trial,  if  the  allegations 
are  proven  and  their  affect  on  the 
elections  results  is  established,  a 
second  election  will  include  only  the 
presidential  teams  participating. 

O’Neill  said  the  trial  would  be 
Frogley/Fix  versus  the  ASBYU 


elections  committee. 

“There  are  no  charges  of  miscon¬ 
duct  or  illegality  on  the  part  of  Cole¬ 
man  and  DeMordaunt  or  their  cam¬ 
paigning  workers,”  he  said. 

O’Neill  said  the  issue  concerns 
whether  the  Married  Associated  Stu¬ 
dents  should  have  been  allowed  to 
print  the  newsletter. 

There  is  currently  a  survey  being 
conducted  to  find  out  how  many  reci¬ 
pients  of  the  newsletter  were 
affected  by  it. 

Frank  Marchese,  former  Associate 
Justice  of  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court,  said  for  the  election  to  be 
proven  invalid,  approximately  192 
(half  of  the  385  votes  which  Coleman 
and  DeMordaunt  won  the  election 
by)  recipients  of  the  newsletter  had 
to  be  affected  by  its  content.

Sanitation  workers 
fear  layoff  rumors

Provo  Mayor  Joe  Jenkins  met  with  angry 
sanitation  employees  Wednesday  in  an 
attempt  to  dispell  rumors  that  the  city  will 
no  longer  continue  its  commercial  waste  re¬ 
moval  service  and  lay  off  its  employees. 

Rumors  about  the  layoffs  are  not  accurate 
said  Jenkins.  According  to  Jenkins,  when 
employees  found  out  about  the  possibility 
through  a  recent  newspaper  article,  they 
were  not  given  all  of  the  information  about 
why  the  city  is  considering  elimination  of  the 
commercial  garbage  collection  service. 

“We  are  not  arbitrarily  looking  at  these 
layoffs,  ’Jenkins  said.  “People  need  to  know 
the  reasons  why.” 

“Nothing  is  final  at  this  point.  We  have  not 
made  any  decisions  anywhere,”  said 
Jenkins. 

The  city  currently  has  a  $600,000  deficit 
explained  Jenkins.  “We  have  got  to  elimin¬ 
ate  the  $600,000  deficit.  The  city  is  going  to  ’ 
operate  on  abusiness  basis.  We  are  not  going 
to  subsidize  some  areas  of  the  city.  It’s  not 
fair  to  subsidize.”

A  recent  Supreme  Court  decision  now 
makes  it  possible  for  private  organizations  to 
bid  for  public  service  duties  usually  main¬ 
tained  through  city  operated  departments. 
This  decision  in  addition  to  the  current  de¬ 
ficit  has  forced  the  city  to  consider  other 
ways  of  providing  a  garbage  collection  ser¬ 
vice. 

Every  department  head  is  making  propos¬ 
als  and  looking  at  areas  to  cut  in  order  to 
reduce  the  budget  said  Jenkins. 

The  commercial  collection  service  is  now 
being  subsidized  by  the  residential  collection 
service.  In  order  for  the  city’s  commercial 


collection  service  to  stay  in  business,  it 
would  have  to  maintain  enough  accounts  to 
pay  for  itself  while  competing  against  pri¬ 
vate  collectors  with  lower  prices,  explained 
the  mayor.  Rates  would  have  to  be  increased 
17  percent  for  the  service  to  operate  effec¬ 
tively  Jenkins  said. 

“We  have  to  make  the  commercial  collection 
service  operate  so  that  it  is  cost  effective.  If 
it  is  cost  effective,  we  will  continue  in  the 
business,”  said  Jenkins. 

According  to  chief  administrative  officer 
Chet  Waggener,  negotiations  have  not  been 
conducted  with  Laidlaw  Waste  Systems,  the 
private  collection  service  in  the  area. 

“We  have  been  competing  against  the  pri¬ 
vate  haulers  for  eight  or  nine  months  and 
we’ve  kept  our  accounts.  We’ve  worked  our 
tails  off  to  keep  what  we’ve  got.  Isn’t  there 
loyalty  to  the  employees  anymore?”  re¬ 
marked  one  employee.  It  isn’t  fair  to  lay  off 
employees  who  have  worked  hard  and  de¬ 
voted  years  to  the  department  he  also 
pointed  out. 

“We’ve  got  to  do  the  job  to  keep  us  in  the 
business.  I  honestly  believe  we  can  do  it.  The 
service  will  offset  the  price  difference,”  said 
Jenkins. 

“I  hope  we  are  not  out  of  business.  We 
think  we  are  in  the  drivers  seat,  but  we  want 
to  let  you  know  where  we  stand.  The  deal  is 
we  (the  city)  are  not  going  to  subsidize  you 
(the  sanitation  department)  but  we  are  going 
to  be  fair  with  you.” 

Another  alternative  for  the  city  would  be 
to  assign  one  person  instead  of  two  to  collec¬ 
tion  duties. 

Reducing  the  number  of  collectors  operat¬ 
ing  the  truck  and  picking  up  trash  greatly 
increases  the  safety  hazards  employees 
pointed  out. 

“We  can’t  afford  to  save  the  commercial 
service  and  cut  short  the  residential,”  said  an 
employee,  referring  to  the  dangers  of  not 
seeing  children  in  the  area  with  only  one 
person  operating  the  collection  truck.  Em¬ 
ployees  also  related  incidents  of  accidents 
where  a  second  person  on  the  site  was  essen¬ 
tial  to  eliminating  further  damage. 


U  of  U,  BYU 
share  grant 
of  $9.7  million 

BYU  and  the  University  of  Utah 
will  combine  research  efforts  in  the 
field  of  engineering  by  using  a  $9.7 
million  grant  from  the  National  Scien¬ 
ce  Foundation.  This  is  the  largest 
grant  to  ever  be  awarded  a  college  at 
BYU. 

According  to  Douglas  Soot,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  center,  the  center’s  objec¬ 
tive  is  to  make  a  difference  in  the  com¬ 
petitive  position  of  U.S.  industries  in 
regards  to  combustion. 

Computer-aided  design  of  combus¬ 
tion  engines  will  be  the  emphasis  of 
BYU’s  research  said  Smoot.  At  the  U 
of  U  efforts  will  be  directed  specifical¬ 
ly  at  coal  and  coal  combustion. 

Along  with  the  NSF  grant  for  the 
Advanced  Combustion  Engineering 
Research  Center  funding  will  come 
from  other  sources.  BYU  has  pledged 
$2.5  million,  the  state  of  Utah  will 
provide  $500,000  and  the  U  of  U  has 
pledged  $1  million. 

Administrative  headquarters  will 
be  at  BYU’s  W.W.  Clyde  Building. 

Smoot  will  be  assisted  by  an  associ¬ 
ate  director  from  each  school.  David 
Pershing  will  hold  that  position  from 
the  U  of  U,  and  Calvin  Bartholomew 
will  represent  BYU. 

Sen.  Orrin  Hatch  who  is  chairman 
over  the  committee  that  has  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  NSF  said,  ■  It  is  no  small 
feat,  it  will  allow  those  enrolled  in 
graduate  and  undergraduate  courses 
to  work  together  in  an  attempt  to 
solve  complex  engineering  problems. 
I’m  certain  this  joint  facility  will 
attract  significant  industrial  sup¬ 
port.” 

For  engineering  students  at  both 
universities,  Smoot  said  the  new  re¬ 
search  center  could  offer  as  many  as 
30  jobs.  Along  with  new  job  opportu¬ 
nities,  the  center  will  also  bring  in 
visiting  scholars  and  visiting  profes¬ 
sors. 

The  BYU-U  of  U  center  is  one  of 
five  centers  selected  out  of  102  prop¬ 
osals  submitted  by  75  institutions.  All 
facilities  will  conduct  multi¬ 
disciplinary  research-

WASHINGTON  (AP)— The  Senate  on  Wednes¬ 
day  inched  toward  likely  approval  of  President 
Reagan’s  $100  million  aid  plan  for  anti-leftist  rebels 
in  Nicaragua  after  a  Democratic  leader  said  the 
White  House  “torpedoed”  a  bid  to  build  a  bipartisan 
compromise. 

Sen.  James  Sasser  of  Tennessee,  who  has 
emerged  as  a  spokesman  for  Senate  Democrats  on 
Central  American  policy,  said  genuine  progress 
had  been  made  on  forging  a  united  position  before 
Adm.  John  M.  Poindexter,  the  national  security 
adviser,  appeared  in  Senate  Majority  Leader  Bob 
Dole’s  office  and  intervened. 

He  said  Poindexter  vetoed  an  attempt  to  write 
into  the  aid  plan  a  guarantee  of  direct  talks  between 
Washington  and  Managua,  with  no  pre-conditions. 

“Adm.  Poindexter  appeared,  and  he  torpedoed 
the  bilateral  negotiations,”  said  Sasser, 

He  added  that  he  believes  the  administration  felt 
it  need  not  compromise  on  the  issue  because  its 
hand  was  strengthened  by  reports  of  a  Nicaraguan

Fear  of  terrorism 
increases  security 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Security  is 
being  beefed  up  at  Los  Angeles  Interna¬ 
tional  Airport  because  of  fear  Libya  may 
launch  terrorist  attacks  on  travelers,  an 
airport  police  spokesman  said 
Wednesday. 

The  measures  began  because  of  tensions 
in  the  Gulf  of  Sidra,  where  the  U.S.  Navy 
has  sunk  Libyan  patrol  boats  and  attacked 
a  radar  installation  in  response  to  rocket 
attacks  by  the  Libyans. 

“We  have  increased  the  amount  of  uni¬ 
formed  personnel  in  the  international  (ter¬ 
minal)  building  especially,”  said  Sgt. 
Ruben  Martinez  of  the  airport  police. 

Officers  planned  to  keep  a  particularly 
close  watch  over  passengers  from  a  mid¬ 
day  flight  of  El  Al,  Israel’s  national  airline, 
Martinez  added. 

Martinez  would  not  say  how  many  offic¬ 
ers  were  being  added  to  airport  patrols, 
but  said  the  total  force  available  is  about

Russian  leader 
condemns  attacks 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Soviet  leader 
Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  on  Wednesday 
sharply  criticized  the  United  States  for  its 
armed  clashes  with  Libya,  and  proposed 
opening  talks  on  withdrawing  all  U.S.  and 
Soviet  warships  from  the  Mediterranean. 

Gorbachev  spoke  at  a  Kremlin  banquet 
for  AAlerian  President  Chadli  Bendjedid. 
The  official  news  agency  Tass  carried  the 
text  of  the  speech,  Gorbachev’s  first  re¬ 
ported  public  comment  on  the  U.S.- 
Libyan  confrontation  in  the  Mediterra¬ 
nean. 

The  official  Soviet  media  had  conde¬ 
mned  the  U.S.  actions  earlier. 

In  his  speech,  Gorbachev  said  the  Soviet 
Union  has  to  permanently  base  ships  in 
the  Mediterranean  only  because  of  the 
U.’S.  presence  there. 

He  said  the  Soviets  were  prepared  to 
open  talks  on  withdrawal  of  Soviet  and 
U.S.  fleets  from  the  Mediterranean. 

“Further  steps  to  strengthen  security  in 
the  region  could  be  determined  with 
account  taken  of  the  Soviet  proposals 
made  in  the  statement  of  Jan.  15  on  the 
abolition  of  weapons  of  mass  destruction,” 
Gorbachev  said. 

That  proposal  calls  for  a  gradual  dis¬ 
armament  that  would  rid,  the  world  of 


Redford  spearheads 
canyon  truck  ban 

SUNDANCE,  Utah  (AP)  —  Spurred 
by  the  recent  traffic  deaths  of  a  Utah 
County  family,  actor  Robert  Redford  and 
a  number  of  other  Provo  Canyon  residents 
have  joined  forces  to  get  truck  traffic  ban¬ 
ned  on  U.S.  189  through  the  scenic  moun¬ 
tain  pass. 

About  40  residents  turned  out  for  a 
meeting  Tuesday  at  Redford’s  Sundance 
ski  area,  including  Lhomond  and  Barbara 
Jones,  whose  daughter,  son-in-law  and 
three  grandchildren  were  killed  in  the  ca¬ 
nyon  earlier  this  month. 

“We  feel  that  semi-trailer  truck  traffic 
must  be  stopped  in  the  canyon,”  said  Jerry 
Zenger,  chairman  of  Citizens  for  a  Safe, 
Scenic  Canyon.  “The  road  is  obsolete  and 
inadequate.” 

Though  many  expressed  concern  about 
general  traffic  through  the  area,  those 
attending  the  meeting  agreed  banning 
trucks  would  alleviate  much  of  the 
problem. 

“I‘ve  never  picked  up  a  dead  trucker,” 
said  paramedic  David  Bailey.  “And  I’ve 
never  seen  a  car  that’s  been  at  fault  when 
it  tangled  with  a  truck.” 

The  group  was  formed  following  the 
deaths  of  five  members  of  the  Lee  Smith 
Barker  family,  whose  car  collided  with  a 
truck  in  the  canyon  on  March  10. 

“I  am,  first  of  all,  concerned  about  sav¬ 
ing  lives  and  not  having  to  walk  into  the 
emergency  room  and  see  five  bodies,”  said 
Craig  McArthur,  a  canyon  resident  and 
local  surgeon.  “The  impetus  for  this  meet¬ 
ing  was  five  dead  bodies.  That’s  your 
leverage.  With  an  emotional  issue  like  that 
we  can  get  people  aroused  and  get  some¬ 
thing  done.” 


The  Justice  Department’s  Office  of  Spe¬ 
cial  Investigations  asked  the  World  Jew¬ 
ish  Congress  for  documents  the  private 
organization  says  demonstrate  that  Wal¬ 
dheim  was  involved  in  a  massacre  by  Nazis 
of  thousands  of  people  in  Yugoslavia. 

After  OSI’s  review,  the  attorney  gener¬ 
al  could  decide  whether  to  place  Waldheim 
on  a  “watch  list”  that  would  forbid  him 
from  entering  the  United  States. 

OSI  director  Neal  M.  Sher  said  he  did 
not  know  how  long  the  process  would  take. 

The  private  group  wrote  Meese,  asking 
that  Waldheim  be  placed  on  the  list. 
Under  a  1978  immigration  law  amend¬ 
ment,  the  United  States  can  bar  anyone 
who  assisted  the  Nazi  government  in 
persecuting  people  because  of  their  race, 
religion,  national  origin  or  political  opin¬ 
ions. 

At  a  news  conference  Tuesday,  Israel 
Singer,  secretary-general  of  the  World 
Jewish  Congress,  released  what  he  called 
“captured  secret  Nazi  documents  signed 
by  Kurt  Waldheim  in  which  he  reports  on 
so-called  ‘cleansing’  operations  in  Bosnia, 
Yugoslavia,  in  1942.”  Cleansing  was  a 
term  used  by  the  Nazis  for  mass  murder.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Justice 
Department  said  Wednesday  it  will  re¬ 
view  the  evidence  a  Jewish  group  has 
gathered  on  the  World  War  II  activities  of 
former  U.N.  Secretary-General  Kurt 
Waldheim,  a  step  that  could  lead  to  Wal¬ 
dheim  being  barred  from  the  United 
States. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Fresh  rumors  ab¬ 
out  an  impending  takeover  bid  by  Delta 
Air  Lines  for  Western  Airlines  caused 
heavy  trading  in  Western’s  stock  Wednes¬ 
day,  but  Delta  discounted  them  as  unsub¬ 
stantiated  speculation. 

“These  rumors  have  beep  flying  around 
like  buzzards  for  a  couple  of  months,”  De¬ 
lta  spokesman  James  Ewing  said  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  a  telephone  query  at  the  car-  ■ 
rier’s  Atlanta  headquarters.  He  said  to  his 
knowledge  there  was  no  basis  for  them. 

Western  spokesman  Glenn  Bozarth  was 
not  available  for  comment  because  of 
celebrations  marking  the  Los  Angeles- 
based  airline’s  60th  anniversary,  a  secret¬ 
ary  said. 

Western  has  been  considered  an  attrac¬ 
tive  takeover  target  within  the  upheavals 
of  the  deregulated  airline  industry,' 
marked  by  fare  wars,  cost-cutting  and 
consolidation. 

Delta  is  regarded  as  the  most  likely 
suitor  for  Western  because  Delta  is  con¬ 
centrated  in  the  East  and  lacks  a  network 
of  destinations  west  of  Dallas.  Western 
has  major  operations  in  Los  Angeles  and 
Salt  Lake  City. 


Jewish  officials 
hope  BYU  center 
will  improve  image

Jewish  sensitivity  to  missionary  work  is  very 
real,  said  Dr.  Yosef  Goell,  political  columnist  for 
the  Jerusalem  Post  in  regards  to  BYU’s  Jerusalem 
Center  for  Near  Eastern  Studies. 

Goell,  who  spoke  Wednesday  at  the  David  M. 
Kennedy  Center  for  International  Studies  to  about 
75  people  on  the  “History  of  Zionism,  ”  said  it  is  only 
the  ultra-orthodox  jews  that  are  truly  concerned 
about  the  center. 

“Ultra-orthodox  jews,  by  definition,  live  in  the 
distant  past,”  said  Goell.  They  are  afraid  history 
will  repeat  itself. 

They  retain  the  memory  when  thousands  of  jews 
had  been  pressured  to  convert  because  at  the  time 
there  were  no  laws  against  proselyting  in  Israel. 

One  main  thing  in  BYU’s  favor  is  that  no  one  has 
been  converted  in  the  last  18  years,  said  Goell. 

Even  though  BYU’s  Jerusalem  Center  has  re¬ 
ceived  attention  in  Jerusalem,  it  is  not  one  of  the 
city’s  maj  or  issues  and  the  J erusalem  politicians  are 
not  worried  about  it,  said  Goell. 

Only  a  small  minority  have  spoken  out  against 
the  center,  but  no  one  is  particularly  in  favor  of  it, 
Goell  said. 

Officials  favor  the  Jerusalem  Center  because 
they  see  it  as  a  way  to  improve  Israel’s  image  in  the 
eyes  of  America,  he  said.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Guard  Dennis  Hopson,  hitting  nine 
straight  field  goals  at  one  stretch,  scored  26  points  Wednesday 
night  as  Ohio  State  ended  Coach  Eldon  Miller’s  Buckeye  career 
on  a  winning  note  with  a  73-63  victory  over  Wyoming  in  the 
championship  game  of  the  49th  National  Invitation  Tournament. 

Miller,  who  was  fired  Feb.  3  effective  at  the  end  of  season, 
coached  Ohio  State  to  five  consecutive  NIT  victories.  At  the 
same  time,  he  was  trying  to  recruit'  players  by  telephone  for 
Northern  Iowa,  where  he  will  coach  next  season. 

Gary  Williams  already  has  been  hired  to  coach  at  Ohio  State. 

Hopson,  who  finished  the  game  with  12  field  goals  on  17 
attempts,  and  7-foot  forward  Brad  Sellers,  who  had  17  points  and 
12  rebounds,  formed  an  unbeatable  1-2  punch  for  the  Buckeyes, 
19-14. 


Wyoming,  24-12,  with  two  starters  fouling  out,  had  to  rely  too 
much  on  sophomore  guard  Fennis  Dembo,  who  scored  27  points. 
Les  Bolden  was  the  only  other  Wyoming  player  in  double  figures 
with  14,  while  center  Eric  Leckner  fouled  out  with  only  six 
points,  12  under  his  postseason  average. 

Hopson  had  13  of  his  15  first-half  points  during  a  10-minute 
span,  including  nine  during  a  14-4  Ohio  State  streak  that  gave  the 
Buckeyes  a  29-22  lead  with  4:32  left. 

Bolden  then  scored  four  points  to  move  the  Cowboys  within 
three,  but  Hopson  hit  two  more  long  jumpers  and  Curtis  Wilson 
had  one  as  Ohio  State  built  a  35-28  halftime  advantage. 

Five  points  by  Dembo  cut  the  deficit  to  37-33  early  in  the 
second  half,  but  the  Buckeys  responded  with  five  points  of  their 
own  for  another  nine-point  lead. 


It  will  be  the  Cougars  versus  the  Cougars  this 
Thursday  at  12:30  p.m.  at  the  BYU  outdoor  courts 
when  the  University  of  Houston  men’stennis  team 
visits  Provo  in  what  hopefully  will  be  the  first  out¬ 
door  match  for  the  BYU  men. 


BYU  is  7-10  on  the  season  and  has  been  idle  for 
two  weeeu,  but  will  not  be  affected  by  the  lay  off. 

“We’re  rested,  but  not  rusty,”  said  BYU  coach 
Larry  Hall.  “Rest  is  more  important  for  us  at  this 
point  than  competition.

Krzyzewski  admitted  -his  Blue  Devils  have  shot 
poorly  in  advancing  out  of  the  East  regional. 

“I  don’t  know  why,  because  it  is  one  of  our  strong 
points,”  he  said.

President  Holland  awarded  Paul 
Andrew  Hutton,  an  assistant  professor  of 
history  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico, 
the  1985  David  Woolley  Evans  and  Beat¬ 
rice  Cannon  Evans  Biography  Award  at  a 
dinner  last  week.

Local  TV  stations 
have  the  action, 
critic  tells  majors 

Local  news  stations  are  gaining  increased  view- 
ership  and  prestige  over  the  network  news  sta¬ 
tions,  a  journalism  critic  told  BYU  communications 
majors  Tuesday. 

“Local  news  is  increasingly  where  the  action  is  in 
television  news  today,”  said  Barbara  Matusow, 
senior  editor  of  the  Washington  Journalism  Re¬ 
view. 

She  said  that  recently  there  has  been  a  steady 
erosion  of  network  news  viewership,  while  local 
news  is  gaining  popularity. 

“In  1985,  the  networks  had  a  net  drop  of  three 
percent  in  revenue.  Local  stations,  however, 
showed  a  six  percent  rise  in  revenue,”  she  said. 

The  shift  of  prestige  to  local  stations  is  quite 
unusual,  according  to  Matusow.  “Not  very  long 
ago,  affiliates  (local  stations  owned  by  the  net¬ 
works)  were  very  weak  .  .  .  they  had  to  get  their 
national  and  international  news  from  the  networks 
because  they  had  no  other  way  to  get  it,”  she  said. 

But  today,  there  are  many  independent  delivery 
systems  which  are  available  to  the  affiliates,  such 
as  satellite  news  feeds.  The  increase  in  technology  , 
has  given  local  stations  more  power  to  run  their 
own  stations. 

Local  stations  are  now  able  to  cover  world  news; 
news  which  only  the  networks  used  to  be  able  to 
cover.  “Local  stations  are  sitting  on  the  verge  of 
producing  their  own  national  and  international 
news  all  by  themselves,  using  syndicated  services,” 

.  said  Matusow. 

She  also  cited  creativity  in  local  news  as  a  reason 
for  the  affiliates’  success.  “I  firmly  believe  there  is 
more  creativity  at  a  local  level  than  in  the  net¬ 
works,”  she  said. 

Networks  have  practically  abandoned  investiga¬ 
tive  reporting,  but  there  are  many  investigative 
news  teams  at  the  local  level.  These  local  teams  will 
spend  four  to  six  weeks  to  present  a  really  valuable 
news  story,  she  said. 

Many  of  the  network  reporters,  such  as  Sylvia 
Chaste  of  20/20,  are  now  signing  contracts  with 
local  news  stations.

Should  ASBYU 
live  or  die? 


UNIVERSE 
OPINION  = 


For  literally  years  ASBYU  has  been  one  of  the  most  maligned 
institutions  on  campus.  Generally,  students  believe  their  govern¬ 
ment  has  little  to  offer  them,  partly  because  officers  are  believed 
to  be  powerless  and  partly  because  the  organization  itself  is  seen 
as  a  social  clique. 

So  ASBYU  officers  have  tried  many  times  to  reorganize  student 
government  —  make  it  more  representative  of  students  and  more 
efficient.  Certainly  that  attempt  has  been  made  this  year- 
There  have  been  many  good  intentions,  but  none  have  solved 
^ mmm^m the  problems  that  plague 
ASBYU.  What  is  needed  at 
this  point  is  a  thorough  re¬ 
view  of  the  foundation  of 
student  government. 
Administrators,  student 
body  officers  and  students 
themselves  must  ask  ques¬ 
tions  such  as:  What  role  should  ASBYU  play  at  BYU?  Who  should 
it  represent?  Should  student  government  exist  at  all? 

Our  answer  to  the  latter  question  undoubtedly  should  be  yes. 
Although  there  have  been  a  myriad  of  complaints  about  ASBYU, 
many  positive  things  are  accomplished  through  it.  For  instance,  it 
offers  those  who  participate  a  taste  of  what  administration  and 
politics  is  about.  It  also  gives  some  students  a  place  to  turn  when 
they  want  to  get  involved 

So  the  questions  should  focus  on  what  student  government’s 
role  should  be  and  how  that  role  should  be  played. 

This  immediately  brings  up  the  structure  problem.  What  struc¬ 
ture  represents  students  best?  That  is  an  important  question 
but  it  is  one  that  must  be  answered  only  after  more  philosophical 
questions  have  been  discussed. 

While  we  contemplate  these,  we  must  keep  in  mind  a  fact  about 
this  university  that  won’t  change  and  that  must  be  accounted  for 
—  BYU  is  overseen  by  a  Board  of  Trustees.  They  make  University 
policy,  and  because  this  is  a  private  institution,  when  they  speak, 
the  debate  is  over.  So  the  powers  of  student  government  here  will 
always  be  limited.  In  a  recent  interview  with  The  Daily  Universe, 
President  Jeffrey  Holland  said;  “Very  early  on  it  has  to  be  clear 
...  we  do  not  legislate  positions  here.  We  have  a  much  different 
relationship.  We  have  a  much  different  Board  of  Trustees.  So  I 
don’t  think  student  government  would  say,  ‘well,  I  guess  we’ll 
serve  coffee  in  the  Cougareat.’  I  don’t  have  license  in  certain  areas, 
and  so  clearly  student  government  would  not  have.” 

Answering  fundamental  questions  is  a  difficult  task.  It  cannot 
be  done  in  one  year;  in  fact,  it  may  take  several.  Since  new  officers 
are  elected  every  year,  there  is  a  danger  that  any  progress  one 
executive  council  makes  will  be  lost  in  the  turnover.  This  problem 
can  be  remedied  by  BYU  administrators,  and  President  Holland 
says  he’ll  do  it.  “I’m  willing  administratively  to  say,  ‘we’ve  moved 
this  much  of  the  way  and  we’ll  start  from  there.  We  will  not  go  back 
to  square  one.” 

We  should  begin  this  process  as  a  university  now.  Let’s  discard  . 
the  urge  to  reach  restructuring  goals  on  deadline,  and  begin 
answering  questions  that  will  have  a  lasting  impact  on  ASBYU.

Reporters  should  police  themselvei 


Maintaining  credibility  is  an  ongoing  struggle  for 
the  media,  and  it  is  a  struggle  that  the  press  must 
deal  with  if  it  is  to  be  a  reliable  source  of  informa¬ 
tion. 

The  responsibilty  of  a  journalist  is  to  present  the 
news  with  as  much  objectivity  as  possible,  but  as 
time  goes  on,  it  seems  that  the  American  people 
think  less  of  the  press  and  are  not  satisified  with  the 
news  they  receive. 

Last  week,  The  Daily  Universe  was  confronted 
with  its  own  credibility  problem. 

An  extensive  proposal,  written  by  the  ASBYU 
Attorney  General’s  Office,  suggests  a  restructur¬ 
ing  of  The  Daily  Universe  aimed  at  improving  “con¬ 
tent,  dignity,  style,  news  coverage,  practical  ex¬ 
perience  for  students”  and,  last  but  not  least,  “cre¬ 
dibility.” 

Milt  Hollstein,  a  University  of  Utah  professor, 
and  a  press  critic,  said  recently  that  if  (the  press) 
doesn’t  look  for  solutions  to  media  problems  while 
the  public  condemns,  it  will  lead  to  regulation.  Self- 
criticism  is  a  turning  point  in  accountability  and 
responsibility,  he  said. 

The  press  needs  its  critics,  just  as  society  needs 
the  press’  criticism. 

One  of  most  common  solutions  offered  for  curing 
media  problems,  of  which  credibility  is  one,  is  for 
journalists  to  police  themselves. , Changes  can  and 
must  be  made  within  the  profession. 

The  best  answer  in  solving  media  problems  com¬ 
es  from  a  solution  suggesting  a  press  council. 


Dr.  Jay  Black,  a  Utah  State  University  profes¬ 
sor,  suggested  a  press  council  for  the  state  of  Utah, 
but  this  solution  may  well  be  the  answer  to  solving 
the  credibility  problem  The  Daily  Universe  now 
faces. 

Instead  of  restructuring  The  Universe,  it  would 
be  much  easier  and  just  as  profitable  to  form  an 
independent  press  council  that  is  non¬ 
governmental. 

The  council  would  have  no  legal  power,  but  could 
serve  as  a  forum,  hearing  complaints  and  seeing  if 
the  complaints  are  valid  issues. 

Most  states’  volunteer  councils  consist  of  a  group 
of  serious,  responsible  citizens  in  the  community 
who  serve  for  several  years. 

While  ASBYU  proposes  a  restructuring  of  The 
Daily  Universe,  this  is  not  the  solution.  There  is  a 
simpler  answer. 

The  ASBYU  proposal  is  designed  to  put  the 
newspaper  under  the  control  of  a  board  of  operating 
trustees,  directly  responsible  to  the  president’s 
council  of  the  university. 

The  board  would  include  representatives  from 
the  Communications  Department,  the  student 
body,  ASBYU,  Student  Life,  the  faculty,  the  admi¬ 
nistration  and  professional  journalists.  The  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  would  then  be  appointed  by  the 
university  president. 

The  proposal  states,  “For  the  most  part,  the 
Board  would  avoid  the  day-to-day  involvement 


with  the  paper  (unless  things  get  way  out  o  „ 
leaving  the  operation  up  to  the  Executive 
The  student  managing  editor  is  part  of  this  ip, 
The  only  problem  with  this  is  who  will  deti  jj, 
what  is  out  of  line?  The  involvement  of  govei  c

Journalism  department 
best  qualified  to  run  paper 


For  the  past  semester,  I  have  worked  part-time  doing 
faculty  review  for  The  Daily  Universe.  Because  of  this 
job,  I  have  probably  read  more  of  the  newspaper  than 
most  people. 

As  a  professional  reporter,  recent  discussion  of  taking 
The  Daily  Universe  from  the  journalism  department  and 
turning  it  over  to  others  has  deeply  disturbed  me. 

To  me,  taking  The  Daily  Universe  from  the  journalism 
department  makes  as  much  sense  as  taking  pianos  from 
the  music  department  because  some  passerby  was 
offended  at  hearing  a  practicing  pianist  make  mistakes. 

Certainly  no  one  would  be  so  ludicrous,  as  to  think  hand¬ 
ing  pianos  over  to  the  administration,  ASBYU,  or  another 
department  would  gain  for  BYU  a  better  reputation  for 
making  beautiful  music! 

Yet  some  people  at  this  university,  who  have  little  or  no 
understanding  of  newspaper  reporting,  have  taken  it  upon 
themselves  to  try  to  change  the  purpose  and  function  of 
The  Daily  Universe.  And  that  strikes  a  real  sour  note  with 
me. 

When  I  first  began  doing  faculty  review  for  The  Uni¬ 
verse,  I  had  many  concerns,  which  I  mentioned  to  both 
faculty  and  staff.  However,  throughout  the  semester,  I 
have  seen  considerable  growth  among  the  students  who 
have  been  writing  for  the  paper. 

A  couple  of  students  could  scarcely  construct  a  simple 
sentence  when  they  started  here.  Now  they  are  writing 
articles  which  could  be  published  in  a  professional  news¬ 
paper.  The  student  editors  and  staff  have  also  grown  in 
their  ability  to  direct  others  and  publish  a  newspaper. 

Newspaper  reporting  is  an  extremely  competitive  field. 
There  are  hundreds  of  applicants  for  any  single  opening, 
either  full  or  part-time. 


The  Daily  Universe  is  structured  in  such  a  way  as  to 
give  students  experience  in  writing,  editing  and  report¬ 
ing.  They  will  not  have  the  luxury  of  learning  those  skills 
on  their  first  job.  They  must  already  have  demonstrated 
their  abilities  before  they  will  be  hired. 

While  the  program  does  have  some  flaws,  I  think  the 
journalism  department,  in  conjunction  with  students  and 
professional  newspaper  people  are  those  best-qualified  to 
determine  where  improvements  should  be  made. 

To  have  another  department,  student  government, 
administration,  or  other  group  meddle  with  the  paper 
could  prove  very  detrimental  for  both  the  newspaper  itself 
and  the  future  careers  of  those  who  seriously  want  to 
become  journalists. 

The  Daily  Universe  may  not  be  a  literary  masterpiece, 
but  it  is  certainly  a  valuable  proving  ground  for  students 
entering  the  field. 

Few  BYU  students  would  want  their  tests  read  by 
thousands  of  people.  Few  professors  would  publish  any¬ 
thing  without  having  it  reviewed,  edited  and  revised. 
Those  in  the  performing  arts  can  expect  a  critic  or  two  in  a 
sympathetic  audience  usually  more  than  willing  to  applaud 
their  efforts. 

In  newspaper  reporting,  however,  the  critics  are  many 
and  those  who  applaud  few. 

I  applaud  T,he  Universe  staff  for  the  job  they’ve  done  in 
the  face  of  both  deadline  pressure  and  the  critical  scrutiny 
of  thousands. 

If  BYU’s  journalism  students  are  allowed  the  freedom 
to  make  a  mistake  now  and  again  while  still  students,  they 
will  undoubtedly  become  fine  journalists  in  the  future.
